Bead of Wnr Department 1V1II Ilc- 
; sign Before Taking Up Alaskan 
Boundary ..Dispute.. 

When Secretary Root sails for London to 
sit with the Alaskan boundary commission 
liia resignation as head of the War Depart- 
ment w,ill have been; already placed in 
President Roosevelt's hands.. Action up- 
on- it will probably be delayed until after 
congreSB meets, Jt was deemed wise how- 
ever; to have it already on Sle that there 
may be no delay in the appointment , o£ , a 
successor to Mr. Root should occasion rise 
for prompt. action. . 

While no official statement has yet Ibeen 
made with reference to the choice of a new 
Secretary, it ia generally believed in Wash- 
ington that the portEolio will be tendered 
to GbvernorTflft. 

■It has been known for > some time that 
Secretary Root intended to retire, but be 
did not -wish to leave the department until 
the general itaff bill wa? in operation and 
other matters pertaining to, the department 
were well under way..- s 

. .While Secretary Root is in London he 
will remain in communication _ with the 
War Department and .matters pertaining 
to the general staff and other important 
affairs will he.ieferred to him, 

If the sittings of th? Alaskan commission . 
extend beyond Dec, 1 it is likely that the 
Secretary's resignation wilt be accepted 
and his successor appointed at that time 
nnd if the situation in tho War Depart- 
ment' becomes sach that a Secretary is 
needed to take charge of affairs, one will 
be appelated earlier. 

It is believed. here. that there will be -a 
great deal oE delay in consideration of the 
Alaskan boundary case, and that tbe 
United Statbi commissioners may he de- 
tained in London several months. 

Secretary Root's' wish to leave public 
life is based largely on personal grounds^ 
His family does not like the life in Wash- 
ington, and the Secretary also desires to 
return to his law practice in New York. 

The great questions that were pending 
in the War Department, relating mainly 
to the 'administration of .the , islands - ac\ 
quired Erow .Spain and the establishment 
o£ r government la Cuba have been accom- 
plished the work that he waa called on to 
do when he became Secretary of War, ..

Asfn the case of the diamond, which 
Is only cry a talllsed carbon or. black- 
lead, pearls exhibit a humility of oii> 
gin which stands" out ln_strlklng con- 
trast to their lntrlnelc worth. For the 
pearl Is an unriotural, or one might al- 
most call It a dUeased,' product Each 
pearl has for Its nucleus, or starting 
point of formation, a parasitic worm. 
Formerly It was regarded as a com- 
mon occurrence that the pearl owed Its 
origin to the presence under the "man- 
tle" of the. oyster (the skin which en- 
velops tbe animal and lines the. shell) 
of Bomb, concretion In the. shape of a 
minute grain tit Band, A scientist now 
declares. .that his- experience negatives 
this view, or, at any rate/ places the 
sand riue leuB In the position of a very 
infrequent occurrence. If the shell be 
Injured, and- sand gains access to the 
Interior pearl formation around n sand 
grain may . then ■ be possible; /but by 
far the greater number bf*the pearls 
found 'lying free In the bys tors owe 
-their being to the presence of parasitic 
worms. ThB'real nature ol the process' 
which causes the formation/ of. a pearl 
Is the deposition around the little, for- 
eign body of the pearly substance ot 
the shell- lining, secreted by tbe "man- 
tle." Presurnably this la; an attempt 
oa tbe part of the animal tD lessen or. 
nbollsh the Initatlbn which a' foreign 
particle must set up' within the Hying

Tiie coronation of Pope Phis X drew 
an immense throng to St. Peter's in 
Borne, a elmllar splendid spectacle not 
having been witnessed In fifty-seven 
years. 

Mall advices from Caracas to the Stale 
Department say that on July 4 the Ven- 
ezuelan "government established- a mili- 
tary academy for- the training of officers 
for the Venezuelan nrmy, 

A special messenger from Monnstlr re- 
ports that tho Bulgarian. insurgents have 
dynamited the kouak (governor's palace), 
in the town of Krushcvo, twenty-three 
miles north of Mounstlr. Pifty- Turks 
were killed, 

Phil May, the artist and illustrator of 
Punch, the Graphic nnd other periodicals, 
died at tils residence on Camden Hill, 
London, after a protracted illness of 
phthisis, The end was probably has- 
tened by his bolicmian life.

splendor associated with this, the most 
magnificent rile in the Human Catholic 
Church. ■'•'•: 

As Cardinal Mncelil; the denn of the 
en rdi 11 a I -deacons, placed tho triple crown 
on the head of the venerable pontiff, the 
throng of 70,000 persons gathered -within 
tho cathedral buret into unrestrained ac- 
clamations, the choir Intoned n hymn of 
triumph nnd the bells of. Homo rang out 
n joyful peal. 

It Is fifty-seven years since tho Romans 
nnd liuropc assisted -at Buck n, function 
as was hold hi St. Peter's Sunday. Tho 
great basilica, popularly supposed never 
to have been quite lull; was overflo/wtng 
with humanity. Tho pnpal throne, h be- 
wildering mixture of gold, red nnd silver, 
was erected lu front of the high' altar. 
Contrary to custom an. these ceremonious 
occasions,' there were no galleries, and tho 
basilica consequently bore mom of Its 
normal aspect. On the nltar, which was 
dressed in white, stood the famous silver 
gilt candlesticks nnd a. magnificent- cru- 
cifix. 

When the doors wero opened .tho In 
rush was terrific; many who started from 
the bottom of tho steps outside wero lift- 
ed off their' feet and carried intif) tho cu- 
thedrnl. It was a great human torrent 
let loose, thousands oE pcoplu ruthtng, 
crushing and squeezing amid ; scranms, 
protests, gesticulations and cries for help. 
But ouea In the whirlpool there was uo 
crcitpo nnd the compactness of the crowd 
proved to be the safety of those caught 
In it. 

Inside the Vatican palace there . was 
movement and bustle as tho papal proces- 
sion, composed of about COO persons, 
alt of whom hnd gathered early In Iho 
apostolic palaces, was formed. The pro- 
cession was a long time getting under 
wiiy, hut nf terwnrd, as it moved through 
the inngnlficent halls and corridors of tha 
Vatican, It recalled former days, when 
all was color- and ptuturesqttonesa within 
the palace. 

X'npe the Central 1'ictirc. 

Tho central flgurajn tho long cortego 
was Plus X. bonio In tho scdln gostato- 
rla. Ills heavy white robes nnd the rod 
anil gold ndtcr wero worn without nn 
effort, limiting 'a vivid •contrast to those 
memorable occasions on which Pope Leo 
XIIL wor« them, for Leo seemed always 
unable to support their weight. Oyer 
tlie-pamiff's head a canony was hchl'by 
eight men, while tho historic feather Inns 
with pen cock tips gave a touch of bar- 
baric splendor to western eye;. 

Surrounding Popo Plus were tho nobis 
guard In new red uniforms and gleaming 
helmets, nnd carrying drawn swords, 
while in front marched the cardinals, a 
gorgeous bit of color with ninny hand- 
some faces among them, tho 1 cardlnnl- 
blshops in their capes, tho cardinal- 
priests, wearing chasubles and tho cardi- 
nal-deacons In their dclmstlcF. 

Tho cathedral' was illumined . with 
twinkling lights, while tho mnrblo col- 
umns and walls tendered . the color 
scheme more vividi Overhead was tho 
most magnificent dome In tho world, up' 
Ho which iloatod the harmony of the mu- 
sic. 

From iho/ throne Plus X., surrounded 
*jy Ids suite, walked to tho high altar 
.standing over; the crypt, of St. Pcler, lntb 
( which meanwhile Cardinal Mitcchl de- 
scended to pray, Tho altar". was sur; 
mounted by a hnldaWhlnb supported by 
four historic, bronze 'pillars taken from 
the Parthenon. The" appearance of tha 
Pipn In thnt elevated position called forth 
another burst -of enthusiasm. The Popo 
then blessed the nltar, and after saying 
the "Indulgent lam" the ninnlplc, n' sym- 
bol of tho' cord with which CliTist was 
humid- on Tils capture, was placed, with 
'great* ceremony, upon tho Pope's arm. At 
thu sumo time prayers for the coronation 
were recited by Cardinals "JJatmutelll, 
Moccnnl, Agltardl and SatollU ' Return- 
ing from tho crypt, Cardinal Macclil plac- 
ed upon the shoulders of tho Popo the 
pontifical pallium nnd attached It with 
-thrro golden jeweled plus. 

Mass was then celebrated with great 
pomp nnd ceremony, the voico of tho 
Popo becoming gradually mora firm and 
sonorous until It was even nndiblo In tho 
most distant corner of the immense 
church. Following this Cardlunl Mncehl 
performed tho rite of incensing tho Pope, 
whom he subsequently kissed three times 
00 tlm cheeks nnd chest,, ns did Cardinals 
iSegnn and Vnnnutclll. 

The wholo sacred . college gathered 
about tho Tope, tinglug Palestrilin's "Co- 
rona Aurcn Super On put Ejus," while 
Hie choir hurst forth Into song. Cardinal 
Mnccbt then recited the— "Pn tor Noster 
Noator" mid offered prayeK 

Placed the Crown. 

Cardinal Dcneou Sugna then raised the 
pontiff's' mitre, and .Senior Cardinal Dea- 
con Macclil placed on the venerable- wliito 
head tho trlplo crown, -At this moment 
the church' was filled with the ringing of 
belis, tho blowing of stiver trumpets, the 
triumphant strains of the choir and the 
acclamations of tho multitude which 
could no longer he repressed. When com- 
parative siience had been restored Car- 
dinal .Mncehl nddreiocd the Popo in 
Latin ns foil jws; 

"Receive tho tiara ornamented with 
thico crowns; Remember thou art tho 
father. of princes and kings, tho rector 
of the world, the vlcnr on earth of our 
Saviour, Jesus Christ, who la the honor 
arid glory of nil countries." 
* "Ainen," burst forth from . tho . con- 
course. 

When, the ceremony wns over nil tho 
exits to- the basilica wero opened, and 
within less than nn'bour tho vast cathe- 
dral was empty.

The general Btnff will be to ilic nrmy what the general manager nnd 
heads of departments arc to a large business establishment— each sub-ehl^f 
an expert In his line, nnd all responsible to one executive bead. 

. The United Status will follow the plan pursued by the German Army, 
which linn Us plans all made for Immediate notion In case of war with 
any nntlotu Full sctH of orders are already made out for the mobilization 
and transportation of troops and for the movement of Its navy. It has 
. majis of liiu'ljurs, del nils as to defensive ami offensive strength of all nations 
with whom she might possibly have to go to war. 

The general RtafT will consist of one Chief of Staff, two Generals, four 
Colonels, six Lieutenant Colonel^ twelve Majors and twenty Cap- 
tains. Members will be appointed on " merit, and will havo to 
stand .examinations-' nnd take certain preparatory' courses in the 
military college. Staff positions nrc not for life, nnd after serving for awhile 
on the staff nu o nicer must go back to the line. ■ < 

Henry C. Corblh and William H. Carter will be the first pair of Gen- 
erals, and they will be the elilct assistants of Chief of Staff S. M. B. Young.

He 
declares' that atrocious crimes of colored 
men are crimen ugniiiBt llioir owir nice 
most of all nnd should ho condemned by 
their own race.- lie continues: 

"Sfcn who htivo been guilty of n crime 
like. -rape or murder should be 'visited 
with swift nud certain punishment anil 
the just effort made by tlie courts to pro- 
tect tbcin in their rights should under no 
circumstances be perverted Into permit' 
ting nny mere technicality to avert or 
delay their punishment. The substnuttul 
rluhts of the prisoner to n fair trial. must, 
of cmirac, lie guarautccd, oh you have so 
justly Insisted that they should be, but 
subject to this guarnnty,- the law must 
work swiftly ami mrely nnd all the 
agents of the law should real he - the 
wrong. .they do when they -permit Justice 
to bo delayed of thwarted for technical 
or in !ju Hide nt reasons. .. We must show 
thnt the law la adequate to deul With 
crime by ! freeing "'It from every vestige 
of technicality ond delay. 

"This mutter of lynching would be a 
terrible thing even If It stopped with the 
lynching of men guilty of tho inhuman 
and hideous crime of rnpe, biit : as'a mat- 
ter of fact lawlessness of thli type never 
does stop, uad never can stop' in such 
fashion. ' Every violent man In the com- 
munity is encouraged by. every case of 
lyncliing>.iu which the lynchers go un- 
punished lo himself liikc the low into his 
own hands whenever It suits his own con- 
venience. In the fame way the use, of 
torture by the mob in- certain cases is 
sure to. Bprcnd until it Is applied more 
or less Indiscriminately in 'other cases. 
"Surely po patriot can fall to see the 
fearful brutalixntion nnd. debase tiient 
which' the Indulgence of such n spirit and 
such practices inevitably portends. Sure- 
ly till public men,, nil. writers. for the daily. 
prcus, nil crcrgymc»i all teachers,- all who 
in any wny;.liavc,a rluht'to address' the' 
public, should with ovorx.eaergy unite 
to support those engaged in putting them 
down. . -As ti 'people wo "claim 'Ibe right 
to' apeak with pccullnr emphasis for free- 
dom nnd ; for fair trentment-of. all. men 
without regard- to differences' of race, for- 
tune, creed or, color. Wo forfeit the .right 
to aponk wheat we commit; or condone 
such crimes- as these of which ,1 sneak: " 
"Tlio nation', like the. Individual; can- 
not conuuttTa crime with Impuiilty.. If 
wo are guilty of lawlessness and brtitnJ 
violence, Whether our guilt "consists In 
nctlvc participation therein ,or lu more 
connivance and encouragement, we slinll 
hsf-urcdly Buffer later on because 6E what 
wo hnvo douo. , The corner stone of this 
republic, os of all free governments, Is 
respect for nnd obedience. to .the law. 
Where wc permit tho law to bo defied

ing him with legal powers which no hon- 
orable man would exercise, and which no 
man should posess. In particular the cou- 
ple protested against the suspension of the 
wife's legal existnnce during marriage, so 
that she could neither make a will nor sue 
or be sued; the ownership of her personal 
property and use of her real estate by her 
husband, together with his absolute right 
to the products of her industry, and the ex- 
clusive control and gaardeanslup cf the 
children by the husband. In most states 
in the Union the greater part of this pro- 
test is now superfluous. 

A certain spinister in Indianapolis, who 
has lived alone in her beautiful and stately 
home for many years, is one of the city's 
most notable housewives, relates the "Ind- 
ianapolis Journal." No childish fingers 
have ever marred the brilliancy of her 
mirrors or windows or played havoc with 
her'hahdsome bronzes and vnsfis in her 
daintily cared for dining room.
